committee on taxaffon. There it was 
last night officially killed. 


Next Monday it will reaupear with 


the name of 
Representative 
John 


Hollinger, of Washington, a Demo- 
crat, ivho will represent the Demo- 
cratic majority, and it Will become a 
party measure. 


The action of yesterday was taken 


because of the fact that Representa- 
tive Lawrence K. Langdon. of War- 
ren. 
the Republican floor leader. 


whose name appeared upon the bill 
as the author, was not willing to 
stand for the amendments placed in 
the measure by the committee. One 
of these extended the terms of the 
present members of the state 
tax 


commission to tour years and the 
other restored the Willis tax upon 
corporation stock to one-tenth of one 
percent from three-twentieths of one 
percent. 


The Republican leader felt that his 


name should not be attached to the 
measure and last ^"ne.sday when it 
was, -reported -for 3:ii.r passage and 
made a special order for yesterday, 
Representative R. S. Tidriek of Car- 
roll, 
Republican, 
endeavored 
to 


make the point of order that the 
committee had exceeded its powers. 
At that time he was ruled out of or- 
der. In the interim Speaker J. Yin- 
ing, of Mercer, was consulted with 
and authorities laid before him. 


Thursday when it was essayed to 


take up the bill he again raised the 
same point, holding that the bill, be- 
ing a codification, the committee had 
no power to add new matter or elude 
existing matter. Had the point been 
overruled he would have filed the 
point as a protest upon the journal 
and thus laid the foundation for at- 
tacking the law in the courts. 


Chairman William T. Smith, 
of 


the committee, in a brief address, as- 
serted that the point was not well 
token, and expressed surprise at the 
action, as the objecting members had 
signed the report.

"In a few minutes one of Marion's men said that dinner was ready. The 


general led his guest to a fire, where they were served with, some baked sweet 
potatoes on a piece of bark instead of a plate. 
" "I am sorry," said the general, 'that I cannot give yon a better dinner 


bnt this is all we have to eat now. "We are lucky, for sometimes we do not 
even have as much as this.' 


"When the British officer reached his own camp he said to his general: 
" *I do not think we shall ever be abie to beat these Americans. When 


men love their country so much that they are willing to sleep on the ground 
and eat nothing but potatoes no other people can whip them.' "
